Geis was then to deliver these boxes to the 4th floor of the Comruission's offices 
and to re urn them to ethesda after they were used on 4/21. 

The ^ethesda doctors testified April 15 or 16, so it would appear that the Com- 
mission was shook up a bit. 

It appears from the memo that K elley expected the boxes to be used at a hearing. 

This is not certain but is a fair interpretation of his closing words about what Gies 

is to do, returning them to the Bethesda Naval Capital at the conclusion of the hearings 
on April 2 1 •
